The Louse bill appropriating $100,000 


for the expenses of the proposed commis- 
sion to Venezuela, was laid before the 
senate and Mr. Morgan of Alabama, 
chairman of the committee on foreign re. 
lations, favored its reference to that com- 
mittee with the understanding that a 
speedy report should be made thereon. 


Senator Sherman ol Ohio applauded the 


president for his message, but thought the 
senate should proceed cautiously in the 
matter. The bill as passed by the house 
should be amended, defined and limited. 
He endorsed the Monroe doctrine, but its 
application to specific cases was of the 
gravest importance to the civilized w orld. 
He favored reference to the committee. 


Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts thought 


congress ought not to adjourn for the 
holidays until the bill was disposed of. 
He declared the statements of the English 
press that the whole affair was an elec- 
tioneering dodge is absurdly false. "We 
are standing together as one man without 
rep-arV to polit;- F.-' 


Louge liad no c!esi*-i to limit the execu- 


tive. The house had by an overwhelming 
majority upheld his hand. The senate 
would do the same.

Not more 
than two of the battleships, nor more 
than six of the torpedo boats are to be 
built on the Pacific coast, nor more than 
two of either class built in one yard This 
is to hurry the building.

VETERANS_SPOKE 


To Night School Pupils at Drury 


Academy Last Even- 


ing

Teaching Patriotism to the Rising Gen 


eration. How the Children Listened 


to the Stories of the War. An 


Interesting Evening, 


Considerably over 200 pupils of 
the 


evening schools gathered last night in 
Drury academy hall to do thoir best to 
listen to members of Sanford post, who 
talked patriotism to them. The pupils 
were of various ages and all nationalities, 
and there was something humorous in 
their attempts to bo as of one nation and 
also of one age, for the veterans talked aa 
if all of them ranged about midway in 
their teens. They were, on the whole, a 
restless lot and yet were respectful. 
It 


would seem as unreasonable to ask the 
ocean to be a limpid lake as to ask last 
night's sea of faces to be still. 
One 


thing would readily 
come 
to 
the 


mind in observing these pupils, and 
that is the great amount of what is called 
long-suffering the evening school teachers 
must have. Let them be as tender as the 
sweetest life in fiction, they must wear 
faces stern as the war, which was last 
night's subject, so as to be a controlling 
force in their uneasy world. It would 
seem that the young woman who con- 
siders her face even the smallest part of 
her fortune would never seek a position 
as teacher of an evening school, for unless 
she had an extreme flexibility of tempera- 
ment and features one can hardly see how 
whatever of the angelic she h'ad in her 
expression could remain after one term's 
watching over a night school class. The 
pupils, of .course, could be aroused at 
times to a general display of pleasure so 
as to allow of a moment's relaxation of 
the facial muscles into something distantly 
approaching a smile, but such relief was 
very passing and infrequent. At night 
EChool, though, the sociologist, the moral- 
ist and the philosopher could find wide 
scope for observation and much matter 
for deep reflection. It appears as if day 
school and night school divide the child- 
ren of a community into two great classes, 
classes which can be more easily conceived 
of than named. 


It was more interesting last night to 


note the effect of the -different speakers 
iiisd the several parts of the program on 
the pupils fchtn It'-i-.osujmjtt • ,.i-. 
stirvu in detail the doings of the evening. 
There was an environment conducive to 
patriotic thoughts with just a little of a 
reminder of the out-door world. 
The 


decorations were national flags In profu" 
sion and a few evergreens. The flags to 
most of the pupils were little more than 
a display of primary colors. Of course it 
must have been understood that they in 
some way represented the United States, 
just as one of them would proclaim John 
L. Sullivan to be from this Union when 
he would wear it around his waist when 
in France. Of much greater significance 
than this it was to some, the number 
present who though yet young, have 
begun to develop a national pride. When 
Superintendent Hall • was stealing 
the 


thunder of the other speakers and re- 
lating a very good history of the late war 
there was noticeable the greatest quiet of 
the evening. Mr. Hall was the man in 
authority, the man typifying most nearly 
the boss that the great majority of the 
pupils had lived under during the day. 
When he mentioned the slaves and pic- 
tured the cruelty of their bondage and 
the grandeur of their emancipation there 
was close attention. The theme was hu- 
manity and appealed to the general heart. 
But the idea of preserving the Union had 
no such attentive hearing. 
When Mr. 


Hall introduced H. A. Tower and made 
the joke about the name, Tower, being a 
fitting one for its wearer, and, look- 
ing at Professor Tower, said there 
was a 
"Tower 
on 
each 
side of 


us" there was a 
general 
uproar 


of applause. Mr. Tower spoke somewhat 
tenderly of taking his little grand-children 
on his lap and telling them war stories, 
and he likened the slave traffic to the 
selling of brothers and sisters by auction 
as Sheriff Prink does a horse. Home and 
family relationships were touched upon 
then and the attention was as good us that 
given Mr. Hall when ha talked of the 
slave. But few cared for Mr. Tower's 
statement that many of the rebel olliccrn 
were as good almost as the Union officers 
because they had been drilled at West 
Point. The horrors of war could hardly 
lie made intelligible enough by the state- 
ment that 300,000 lives had been lost in the 
late struggle. The evidence wan incom- 
prehensible. 


C. W. Dennett had a good hearing while 


lie offered hope to bis audience. When 
he told the boys present that they needn't 
ftcl they can't make a success because 
they have not had the advantages of other 
boys his words did not fall unheeded, but 
when he undertook to tell them that true 
patriotism could be as well practiced in 
the trials of life as on the battle field in 
conflict for supremacy or principle, it re- 
quired the strength of his personality to 
ho'd his hearers. "Better 
be right 


than be president" aroused a feeling 
of nobleness, and "Better be right than a 
membsr of the city council" was received 
with laughter, showing that passing 
events do not go unnoticed by the pupils 
of the night school. Another reference 
to the possibility of overcoming circum- 
stances gave Mr. Dennett the honor of 
taking his seat while there was loud 
applause. 


It was most interesting to notice the 


efl'ect of Mrs. Albert Hawkins' singing of 
"Barbara Frietchie." 
The music ob- 


Fi'ured the sentiment of the words and 
was too high for tbe ears it fell on. In 
Prof. Tower's accompaniment some bars 
in li rely measure and excellent time were 
played and feet instinctively found the 
iloor aed faces beamed at the understand- 
ing of them. When Mrs. Hawkins sang 
the "Star Spangled Banner" there was 
much 
sympathy shown 
with 
the 


number. 
Perhaps very few of the 


pupils noticed that the town should 
furnish the school a new piano if any 
thought is to be taken of delicate ears and 
,en iitive nerves.

His tale 
of Libby prison life and of him losing 
over seventy pounds in weight during the 
five months he was forced to live in it 
was received with mingled feelings. 
Superintendent Hall's announcement that 
the classes might file out was not mis- 
understood or received with hesitation. 


On the whole, the pupils were enter- 


tained and seemed satisfied. Things told 
that touched the heart were far more 
acceptable than those which store the 
mind. Evidently to successfully teach 
patriotism a, better foundation is needed 
than that laid by the seldom ceasing 
sound of machinery, and detached pieces 
of history find little lodgment in the mind 
that gets but two hours drilling a night 
far a period of about ten weeks a year' 
Withal last night's meeting was pro- 
fitable.

FAMOUS MONROE DOCTRINE. 


Herewith we print the famous words 


of President Monroe that bear the name 
of the Monroe Doctrine. Whet her they 
will stand as the policy of our country is 
now to be determinad. 


At the proposal of the Russian imperial 


government, made through the minister 
of the emperor residing here, full power 
and instructions have been transmitted to 
the1 minister of the United States at St. 
Petersbure to nrranee, by amicable nego- 
tiations, the respective rights and inter- 
ests of the two nations on the northwest 
const ot this continent. A similar proposal 
had been made by his imperial majesty to 
the government of Great Britain, which 
has likewise been acceded to. 
The gov- 
ernment of the United States has been 
desirous, by this friendly proceeding, of 
manifesting the great value which they 
have invariably attached to the friendship 
of the Emperor, and their solicitude to 
cultivate the best understanding with 
his government. 
In tbe discussion to 


which this interest has given rise, and in 
the arrangements by which they may ter- 
minate, the occasion has been judged 
proper for asserting, as a principle in 
which the rights and interests of the 
United States are involved, that the 
American continents, by the free and 
independent condition which they have 
assumed and maintained, are henceforth 
not to be considered as subjects for future 
colonization by any European power, we 
owe Hi therefore, to candor, and to the 
amicable relations existing between tbe 
United States and those powers to de- 
clare that we should consider any attempt 
ob their part to extend their system to 
any portion of this hemisphere as danger- 
ous to our peace and safety. With the 
existing colonies or dependencies of any 
European power we have not interfered 
and shall not interfere. But with the 
governments who have declared their in- 
dependence and maintained it, and whose 
independence we have, on great consider- 
ation and just principles, acknowledged, 
we could aot view any interposition for 
the purpose of oppressing them, or con- 
trolling in any other manner their des- 
tiny, by any European power, in any other 
light than as the manifestation of an un- 
friendly disposition toward the United 
States.

STOCKWELL CONVICTED. 


Thirty Years' Imprisonment For Murder In Ilia 


Second Degree. 


NASHUA, N. II., Dee. 19.—Tho Stockwel1 


murder trial was resumed yesterday beforo 
Judge Doe, aud contrary to expectation 
the state concluded their case in the fore 
noon. At the afternoon session Stock- 
well pleaded guilty to murder in the sec- 
ond degree, and the state accepted it. 


Fred A. Stoukwell was then sentenced 


to ;)0 years in state prison by Cnief Justice 
Doe. 


The murder for which Stockwel) wai 


sentenced was committed in the pollco 
station at Manchester about 10 o'clock on 
the evening of May 1, 1SU5. Stockwell. 
evidently under the influence of liquor, 
called at the station to talk over tho in- 
cidents of his recent discharge from tho 
force. He had previously made threats 
against members of the force, chiefly 
against Captain Hildreth and Sergeant 
McAllister, whom be held responsible for 
his dismissal. Soon McAllister came in. 
The two had a few words, aud Stockwell 
drew his revolver, and almost before Mc- 
Allister could move had emptied its eon- 
tents into him. McAllister died almost 
immediately. 
Stockwell has never ex- 


pressed one word of regret for the deed, 
but has frequently said: "I am glad of 
it. I've done what I said I would." 


Wages Too High. 


BOSTOX, Dec. 19.—The shoe manufac- 


turers of Marlboro held a meeting in this 
city yesterday and considered every phase 
of the situation in that city. All present 
acknowledged that wages were too high, 
and that if tho interest of the city was to 
be considered, a reduction must take place. 
It was finally agreed that where the rate 
of wages could not be satisfactorily ad- 
justed between the manufacturers and 
employes the services of the state board 
of arbitration should be enlisted.

GUARDING THE PEACE. 


Philadelphia Has the Largest Police 


Force In Her Histoiy. 


Not Enough, However, to 


Keep Cars Running. 


Repetition on a Smaller Scale of the Dis- 


orderly Scenes of Tuesday. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dou. 19.—The most im- 


portant development oC the railway strike 
in this city was the issuance yesterday 
afternoon by United; States Murshal Cole- 
berry of tills notice: 


"Information tavmg been given, me by 


Postmaster Curr and the United Stales 
district attorney that the trollt-y mails are 
obstructed, application can be made to mo 
Thursday, Dec. 13, for appointment as 
special 
deputy marshals. 
Only ublo- 


bodled, distract, well-recommended men 
need apply." 


Yesterday's striUe events \vere a con- 


tinuation ot those of Tuesday night, for 
ui-lcher the strilii) leaders, the Traction 
officials, nor the mayor and tho other 
heads of departments fionglit their homes 
during the night. 


Wheu daybreak came the city was 


wrapped HI an ominous calm, which con- 
tinued throughout the day, barring u few 
minor outbreaks. Tills was due to tho 
new aud stringent police regulations. 
J£uough special men had been sworn in to 
raise the number to 2003, and every one of 
these was on duty. Along Market street 
two mounted policemen were stationed at 
each corner throughout the day, and iu 
addition to three or four men on fo-jt. 
At 


every principal point in the city detach- 
moiits of armed police were concentrated, 
imd scattered along all the more frequent 
thoroughfares wore- bluecoats in plenty. 


It was apparent that the men realized 


the changed condition of affairs, and there 
was practically uo attempt to resume riot- 
ing, except one or two instances in the 
outlying sections. 
Following an order 


from Director BeitJer, any gathering con- 
sisting of moro than live persons was in- 
stantly dispersed. Several peaceable but 
curious citizens resented this and were 
promptly arrested. 


Throughout the day spasmodic attempts 


to keep several of the lines in motion were 
made, but in every instance the crawling 
car bore more policemen than passengers. 
This attracted from the crowd more deris- 
iou than violence. On the Market street 
line the cars were running fitfully, each 
with an aggregate of four policeman on 
front and rear platforms, and surrounded 
by a cordon of mounted officers. 
These 


formidable processions were invariably 
greeted with 


Hoots and Crleit of Ridicule. 


The Eighth street line was the only 


other branch which attempted to run cars 
with anything approaching regularity. 
These were guarded by four policemen 
each, and were patronized to a slight ex- 
tent by the public. The Tenth street line 
ran cars at intervals and carried a few 
passengers. There were no attempts to 
molest cars on any of these lines. 


The earliest report of trouble came from 


the Ridge Avenue .depot. At 10:30 a. in., 
a car, with its quartet of policemen, was 
started out, and crawled safely through a 
howling mob of soyeral thousand strikers 
and sympathizers. 


A short distance away, however, an ob- 


stacle was encountered in the shape of a 
heap of debris piled on the tracks to the 
.height of ft car. A mob surrounded the 
car, and was only restrained from violence 
by the sight of gleinning revolvers iu the 
hanils of police. When the debris had 
been cleared away, the car moved on, but 
.had not proceeded more than a few feet 
wiien there was a fusilade of sticks and 
stones. 


Two attempts to stop cars were made 


in the mill district, but the police, with 
the nid of their clubs, drove oft" the mobs. 
At one point in the extreme northeastern 
section, old boilers, railroad ties and bowl- 
ders were placed on the track, but here, too, 
police prevented serious trouble. On the 
li'ifth and ^ixth street lines an attempt 
was made by a gang of boys to pull out 
the switches. 


At noon a mail car was started from the 


Ridge avenue depot with a now motor- 
man, a new conductor and full comple- 
ment of clerks. 
The depot, was sur- 


rounded by a mob of 30(10 or 3000 persons, 
but they allowed the car to get about a 
block away. Then nn assault was mado 
upon the car, and a woman dragged the 
motorman from the platform. The out- 
break was quelled by the arrival of a c.ir 
loaded with policemen. 
This was at- 


tached to the rear of the mall car, and 
Uncle Sam's vehicle was 


Puslu',1 Around the Route. 


A Fifth and Sixth street car was at- 


tacked down town by a crowd of such 
magnitude that the police were tempo- 
rarily overwhelmed. A number of the 
rioters boarded the from platform nnd 
rained blow after blow on the niolorman, 
who was only saved from further dniigcr 
by the arrival of an additional derach- 
mont of police. 


Attempted barricades woro made 
nl 


various points along the lino* daring the 
dav, but later iu the afternoon tlu cars 
ci-nsed running, and this sort of trouble 
ended. 


What threatened to be n rcrions nlTray 


occurred at Twelfth and Market streets 
yesterday afternoon. 
An immense crowd 


was congregated tiiere, which the police 
attempted to disperse. 
Several men tried 


to incite the i!iob to violence, and an 
effort was made to arrest one of these 
lenders. 


Instantly the larger portion of the crowd 


became unruly and made an unorganized 
charge on the police. The aspect of affairs 
grew so threatening that several of the 
mounted officers were compelled to fire 
several shuts into the air. This put an 
end to the uprising, but", it jod to many 
sensational reports of strikers being ehot 
down.

Parclee yesterday in the United States 
circuit court. They were test oases on the 
constitutionality of tho sugar bounty act, 
aud were filed by the Realty company and 
Andrew H. Gay, respectively. Judge Par- 
dee's opinion was short, but forcible, 
against the position assumed by Comp- 
troller Bowler. His decision is against 
the United States. He holds that the 
sugar bounty act is constitutional.

tion of the timu of tlio Republican sena- 
torial caucus yesterday was devoted to 
tho Venezuelan Question as presented by 
the president's message.

A large number of speeches were made,

Everybody Crazed With Excitement Over lha 


Recent Developments. 


CARACAS,''Dec. 19.—The news of 
tho 


Cleveland message, uneompnuniMrigly 
upholding Venezuela and the Monroe 
doctrine, created the wildest joy and enthu- 
siasm in this capital. It has produced 
new confidence in the future of the coun- 
try and acts like magic on business activity 
anQ enterprise. 


• The Venezuelan foreign office declares \ 


that it will sustain the dignity and aov j 
ercignty of the republic by force if neces- 
sary. One-hundred and ufty thousand' 
soldiers can he put into the field. Tho 
government decllnes'to speak officially in 
regard to the Yuruan incident, but your 
correspondent is assured that it will re- 
fuse to concede the Indemnity of $60,000 
recently demanded by Great Britain. 


It is reported English warships are 


on their way hither. The arrival of tha 
American naval squadron is anxiously 
awaited. President Crespo said that ho 
deeme 1 It unwise to 't»jr anything for pub- 
lication until ')' cf'ikl himself ^t-,utl a 
message to the Venezuelan congress, 
It 


is probable that an extra session of that 
body will now be called. 


The Venezuelan press calls upon tho 


people to show their patriotism on thii 
great occasion and their gratitude to tho , 
noble republic of the north, which has ! 
proved in supremo crisis its stanch ad- 
herence to the principles laid down by its 
most advanced statesmen in the early 
years of its history. The press also nrgos 
upon the people the duty of preparing at 
once for war with all their energy. 


Special editions were issued by the news- 


papers in the evening, reiterating, the ex- 
pression of tlie popular feeling of grati- 
tude that thero was at last to be a union 
of political sentiment between North and 
South America productive of beneficent re- 
sults. They also declare their confidence 
in the outcome of the commission which 
President Cleveland proposes to send to 
examine into the merits of the dispute 
with Great Britain. The prestige of the 
United States, they add, is now unique in 
the political world, 


Englishmen resident in Caracas betray 


their uneasiness, but express the hope 
that there will be a peaceful solution of 
the difficulty.
